The jury had asked a complete recount of all bal­ 
lots cast last August In the 5th Missouri district pri­ 
mary It had found "a deliberate, calculated and pre­ 
meditated plan to miscount and otherwise steal votes” 
from three candidates, Including former Congressman 
Roger Slaughter, strongly opposed by President Tru­ 
man 
Attorney General Clark and the J ustice Depart­ 
ment had been over the same ground last year and 
said they were unable to find sufficient evidence to 
warrant prosecution. Nevertheless, the Kansas City 
Star had no trouble digging up hundreds of instances 
of fraud These were turned over to th^ federal dis­ 
trict attorney, who declined to act That was when the 
county grand J ury took over. 
No credit Is reflected on the White House, the J us­ 
tice Department or Missouri politics by these latest 
happenings In Kansas City. Tom Pendergast Is gone 
but the malodorous political machine he founded still 
lives. The blasts of safe-crackers won't cover up the 
evidences of its corruption. They'll only underscore Its 
wrong-doings with reverberations audible all the way 
to the J ustice Department and the White House., 


Intolerance Could Destroy U. S. 
Charles P. Taft, president of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, has said something 
that means more to this country's safety in our opin­ 
ion, than any of the things currently being said by 
public officials. 
The right to criticize, Mr Taft told a general as­ 
sembly of the Presbyterian church, Is reserved to all 
Americans, Including ministers of 
the 
church 
and 
church laymen. The fact that criticism may agree with 
that voiced by Communists, for instance, or by rc- 
actionaires does not brand the critic himself as an ex­ 
tremist The Federal Council, Mr Taft explained, tries 
to apply Christian principles 
in 
areas 
where 
they 
arouse controversy. But It Is not, by that token, sub­ 
versive. 
The greatest, danger to the United State* from 
Communism is not what it might do to Americans but 
what Americans might do to themselves if their fear 
leads to intolerance Fear of Communism stampeded 
the Germans Into Hitlerism; It stampeded the Italians 
into Fascism . In trying to get away from one thing, 
the Germans and Italians fell prey to another thing 
just as bad. 
The United States is closer to the danger point of 
intolerance than it is comfortable to think about; it 
has been well schooled in the practices of name-call­ 
ing that makes it appear all citizens are Communists 
or Fascists, conservatives or liberals, rightists or left­ 
ists- always one extreme or the other, never In the 
moderate position favored by the vast majority of 
Americans.

The house judiciary committee has begun consider­ 
ation of a bill which would send to the states the sec­ 
ond constitutional amendment proposed at this ses­ 
sion. Previously sent to the states was the amendment 
providing for the presidential succession to pass from 
the vice president to the House speaker 
The new proposal would make each state’s electoral 
elections. Under the present arrangement, preslden- 
elections Under the present arrangement, p resid en ­ 
tial electors vote as a bloc, so it is possible in a closely- 
contested election for victory to go to the candidate 
with the smaller popular vote This occurred in the 
Cleveland-Blaine campaign. 
Another argument in favor of the amendment Is 
that it would tend to break up the solid Democratic 
South and the almost equally solid Republican front 
in some northern and 
eastern 
states. 
Under 
this 
amendment, the votes of minorities would be reflected 
in the electoral college totals 
The proposal has a better chance of passage than 
the late Senator Norris' plan for outright popular el­ 
ection of presidents. 
Regardless of sire, each state 
would retain its present relative importance In the 
electoral college. But it would end the present wide 
discrepancies between electoral and popular votes, as, 
for instance, in 1936 when Alf M. Landon polled 38 
percent of the popular vote but only 14 percent of the 
electoral vote. 


Rubber Snaps Back 
Rubber, which was in short supply during the war. 
Is back to normal. Rubber companies report the day 
is near when tire production will have to be cut one- 
third Crude rubber prices are dropping and last week 
were down to 15 cents a pound in Singapore. 
Synthetic rubber Is an Important factor In the post­ 
war aspeots of the industry Malaya growers believe 
the United States, in decreeing a high percentage of 
synthetic rubber in tires, Is deflating their market. 
They believe this Is poor gratitude for the cooperation 
in 1945 and 1946 whan they were in a position to dic­ 
tate their own price but agreed to adhere to the scale 
established by the British government. 
Perhaps we do owe a debt of gratitude to Malaya's 
growers. 
That should be met. But Malaya's rubber 
growers will have to learn to stand on their own feet 
and compete with synthetic rubber. 
An artificially 
maintained price for crude rubber might be the straw 
that breaks the American consumers back. It so hap­ 
pens that back already Is well loaded with those reap­ 
ing the benefits of artificially maintained food prices.

COLUMBUS, June 3—Judge Ray­ 
mo nd P. Sm ith o f the Lima juvenile 
co urt declared to day th at creatio n 
i o f a central state agency to handle 
; juvenile delinquents co m m itted by 
| the co urts "wo uld be a fo rward step" 
j in Ohio 's treatm ent o f yo uthful so - 
j cial o ffenders. 
In an address prepared fo r the 
| C entral States Co rrectio n co nfer- 
i ence, Judge Sm ith said the co urts 
[ wo uld co mmit juvenile delinquents 
| to such an agency ra th e r than di- 
j rect to the Industrial scho o l as at 
i present. The agency, he explained, 
i wo uld undertake an intense study 
; o f the o ffender o n an individualized 
! basis and determ ine the treatm ent 
“It wo uld seem," he said, “sim p- 
| ler and mo re effective to develo p 
o ne state agency with adequate fa­ 
cilities to do the Jo b than under- 1 
take to develo p them o n a co unty 
o r even a district basis. Experience 
wo uld so o n do m uch to guide future 
po licies.” 
Judge Sm ith also urged th at the 
scho o ls “assume repso nsibility w ith­ 
in the reso urces pro vided to reach 
a satisfacto ry adjustm ent o f 
the 
facto rs within the c h ild" He de­ 
clared th a t “a very high percentage 
o f children who find their way into 
co urt as delinquents are m aladjusted 
in their scho o l life."' 
“G uidance departm ents, o r 
de­ 
partm ents having diagno stic serv­ 
ices by whatever nam e they may be 
called," the Jurist said, “are abso l­ 
utely essential to the spo tting o f 
children with a high m aladjustm ent 
po tential."
